District Atterney Blodgett began ar- 
GSuments for the prosecution at 3 p. m. 
Wednesday in the Government's case 
against E. (s...Lewis of the People's 
United States Bank, charged with using 
the mails to defraud. It was expected 
that the case would go to the jury 
Wednesday evening. 

Testimony in the case was completed 
unexpectedly at 11:30 a. m., after Assist- 
ant Postmaster J. L. Stice had left the 
ptand. Attorney O’Brien, representing 
Lewis, again made a formal request that 
the jury be taken to the Woman's Mag- 
azine Building in University City, where 
the bank was located. 

Judge Carland declined the request. 
District Attorney Blodgett and former 
Judge Barclay, the latter counsel for 
Lewis, conferred with Judge Carland, 
who agreed to give six hours to the 
argument, the time to be divided equally. 

Fourteenth Day of Trial. 

Wednesday its the fourteenth day of 
the trial. More than a score of wit- 
nesses, subpenaed by Lewis, were not 
examined. 

Assistant Postmaster Stice, in rebut- 
tal, was asked as to the change of name 
of the Woman's Magazine from the 
“Winner’ Magazine in August, 1902. 

He waa further interrogated to show 
that second-class privileges had never 
been granted to the Woman's Magazine., 
This was to contradict the evidence of 
the defense as to the real value of the 
publication. Correspondence between the 
Postoffice Department in Washington 
and in St. Louis was read to the jury 
while Stice was on the stand. 

The defense claimed that a tentative 
granting of the second-class privileges 
was accorded the Woman's Magazine 
by the failure of the Postmaster-Gen- 
éral to refuse such a privilege. 

Ww. C, Hunter a Witness. 

Col. William «. Hunter, publisher and 
ranchman, who said his home was in 
Chicago and Idaho, was the only witness 
called by the defense. He said he had 
held every position in the publishing 
world from “devil” to proprietor. He 
was asked by Attorney Fauntleroy what 
he thought Lewis’ Woman's Magazine 


“was worth. The matter cf the ‘good 


will” of the publication was eliminated 
from ime examination ty Jue. - Car- 


gpa. Hunter said that, in his opinion, 


the Woman's Magazine was worth be- 
tween $1,000,000 and $1,250,000 in 1004 or 
1905, and the Woman's Farm Journal 
from $400,000 to $600,000 at the same time. 

On cross-examination by District At- 
torney Rlodgett, Hunter was asked: 

“If the Woman's Magazine had an in- 
debtedness of $1,793.592.71 at that time 
do you mean to tell this jury that the 
publication would have such a value- 
tion?’ 

“Unless I knew the nature of the in- 
debtedness, I couldn't say,’"’ answered 
the witness. “It would depend; if the 
indebtedness were for advertising pur- 
poses the returns might equal, or more 
than equal, the expenditures.” 

Gives Inatructions to Judge. 

The witness was asked whether the 
fact that a magazine never had in re- 
ality been granted second-class mailing 
privileges would have to do with its val- 
uation. He replied that it would unless 
the owner of the publication could com- 
Dine the magazine with another for 
which the second-class privileges could 
be obtained. 

When the defense hau rested, Judge 
Barclay handed Judge Carland the type- 
written instructions which the defense 
wants delivered to the jury. 

Before court had been in session an 
hour the big courtroom was crowded. It 
is expected that the arguments by the 
attorneys will draw one of the largest 
crowds to the court in recent years.

Big Sum of Money Missing 
From Clothes—Skull 
Battered In. 





J. H. Fowlkes, a Doniphan (Mo.) farm- 
er, was murdered and robbed of $108% 
in an Iron Mountain box car on a siding 
at Poplar Bluff, ..o., early Wednesday. 
His head was beaten to a pulp and the 
car, in which were his household goods, 
was set on fire. 

The crime was discovered at 3 a. m., 
when the Fire Department responded to 
an alarm and put out the fire in the car, 
which stood on a siding waiting to be 
picked up by the Cairo (Ill.) branch of 
the Iron Mountain road. 

Fowlkes’ body was found on the floor 
of the car, partially consumed. The 
head was mashed and those who saw 
the body declare that beyond question 
he was beaten to death before the fire 
was started. 

Fowlkes was known to have had $1080 
on his person the evening before, but 
a thorough search failed to uncover any 
trace of this money either in the pock- 
ets of the dead man or any place in 
the car. 

Showed Money in Saloon, 

Fowlkes was well-to-do. Recently he 
sold a farm near Dontphan and pur- 
chased another near Newberne, Tenn. 
Tuesday he bought tickets for his wife 
and five children, and they left on a 
passenger train for their new home. 
The husband had planned to ride to 
Tennessee in the box car in which his 
furniture, farm tools, two horses and 
a cow were to be shipped. 

This car was taken from Doniphan 
to Poplar Bluff on freight train No. 836, 
arriving at Poplar Bluff early in the 
evening. The car was sidetracked to 
wait. for the Cairo branch train. Soon 
after his. arrival in Poplar’ Bluff 
Fowlkes visited a nearby saloon and 
purchased a couple of drinks. In pay- 
ing for the drinks he exhibited his large 
roll of money. 

From the saloon he went to his car 
and retired. He was not seen alive 
again. 

The station agent at Doniphan said 
Wednesday morning that a suspicious 
looking man residing at that place had 
not been at his home since early Tues- 
day and that this man was aware of 
the fact that Fowlkes would travel first 
to Poplar Bluff, that he would be alone 
in his car and that he would carry a 
large sum of cash. 

Coroner to Investigate. 

An effort will be made to find this 
man, as it is thought he could shed 
light on the mystery of Fowlkes’ death. 

Some persons at Poplar Bluff are in- 
clined to suspect that Fowlkes’ money 
Was seen by negroes in the saloon he 
visited, and that these negroes were 
his murderers. 

The Coroner will hold an inquest 
Wednesday afternoon.

ley, which was done. There were not 
so many of her letters, but they covered 
the same period. The witness took time 
to read some of them, and in each in- 
stance she replied in a quivering, fal- 
tering voice, “Yes, I wrote it.’’ 


Crowd There Before Breakfast. 


As early as 6 o'clock this morning 
there arrived a shivering, breakfast- 
less crowd of curious women, anxious 
to obtain seats in the courtroom to 
hear the closing chapters of Mrs. 
Bradley's life story. 

In the space set aside for the pub- 
lic, and thrown open half an hour be- 
fore court convened at 10 o'clock, 
there was not a score of men. The 
women were packed closely together 
and chattered loudly until they were 
cautioned by the officers to keep si- 
lent. 

Yesterday Justice Stafford censured 
the women spectators for their un- 
seemly curiosity and threatened those. 
who rose in their seats with = eject- 
ment. Today the warning was repeat- 
ed by the officers. It was announced 
that the first spectator to rise in or- 
der to improve his or her viewpoint 
of the prisoner would be ‘“‘immediate- 
ly removed.” 

Questions by her attorneys brouglit 
out Mrs. Bradley's story of her physl- 
cal condition, on which the defense of 
insanity is based. She testified to sev- 
eral operations, at least one of which, 
she swore, was performed by Brown 
himself. 

? Begged Him to Marry Her. 

Mrs. Bradley wept bitterly when she 
approached the period where Brown's 
love began to cool, Her own husband 
had died and Brown had been divorced, 
but, in spite of his oft-repeated prom- 
ises to marry her, Mrs. J3radley said, 
he continued to postpone the marriage 
until she broke down and begged him 
to make her his*~wife for her children’s 
sake. She said he wept as he answered: 
“I can’t; 1 can’t.”” Her version of this 
interview brought the jury to tears, 
and women in the courtroom sobbed 
openly. 

Then came the story of the actuai 
break with Brown. Mrs. Bradlicy was 
about to become a mother, she said, and 


had been sent to Ekrown's farm. She 
testified that she was suddenly ordered 
to leave, and that not even a horse was 
placed at her disposal. She obtained 
un interview with him, and in reply to 
her reproaches he told her that he had 
taken that course only to evade the 
criminal proceedings that had been in- 
xuUituted arvainst hiin and Mrs. Pradley 
us a result of their intimacy. She told 
him that she would plead guilty rather 
than testify against the father of her 
childrer. When the trial came up she 
did refuse to testify against Brown, 
and he again pvomised to marry her. 
He never kept this promise. 

Mrs. Bradley’s narrative did not get 
down to the time of the tragedy in the 
Raleigh Hotel. As the hands of the 
court clock approached 8 Mrs. Bradley 
turned to the presiding Judge and said, 
“!f am so tired.’’ Justice Stafford ad- 
fourned court for the day.

Judge Admits Documents 
Which, Prosecutor Says, 
Will Convict.

CHICAGO, Nov. 20.—More revelations 
of John R. Walsh’s banking methods 
were made today by Bank Examiner 
Moxey in the prosecution of the rail- 
road millionaire and banker, John R. 
Walsh, compared with which the morn- 
ing disclosures of withdrawals aggre- 
Kating $250,000 a day were insignificant. 

On one day, Jan. 31, 1905, Walsh de- 
posited seven memorandum notes for 
$92,900 each and drew out $444,000, Moxey 
testified. The ‘‘security’’ for the loans 
was a lot of second mortgage bonds of 
the Wisconsin & Michigan Railroad. 
The bonds are sal@ to ba against a little 
railroad 35 miles long with but little, if 
any, traffic. The Government charges 
they were worthless. The names used in 
the notes were J. Crowell, J. C. Fitz- 
gerald, W. R. Hick, J. F. Jackson, T. 
J. Redlinger, T. B. Swift and N. L. 
Tibbetts. 

On the same date, Walsh got $125,000 
by selling at par to the Chicago Nation- 
al Bank 250 bonds of the Mount Olive & 
Staunton Coal Co. These bonds are al- 
leged to have no market value. The 
name C. F. Weinland was used in this 
transaction. 

The evidence up to noon showed Walsh 
to have withdrawn $3,396,389 of deposit- 
crs’-funds from the Chicago National 
Lank. 

To procure this fortune he deposited 
bonds and stocks which, the Govern- 
ment charges, were without market 
value and used the names of his clerks 
on memorandum notes. 

Prosecutor Dobyns today scored a 
point by getting Judge Anderson to ad- 
mit a mass of documentary evidence. 
He expressed his gratification by say- 
ing: 

“The door is now open for the intro- 
duction of enough evidence to convict a 
dozen times over.’’

SURPRISED AT THE LAW 








Police Chief Learns That It Is 
an Offense to Sell “‘Pa- 
pers” to Minors. 





Mrs. F. H. Ingalls and the women of 
the W. C. T. U. who are inaugurating a 
concerted campaign against cigarettes, 


may find little comfort if they go to 
Police Headquarters or the Circuit Af- 
torney’s office. 

Chief of Police Creecy said Wednes- 
day that he was surprised to learn that 
there is a law on the statute books 
prohibiting the sale or free distribution 
of cigarette papers to persons under 18 
years old. 

“I knew there was a law on the books 
against cigarettes. The Captains knew 
and the policemen in all districts were 
supposed to know it. 


Has Never Been a Complaint. 

“There has never been a complaint 
to this department that any dealer was 
violating the law. There has never been 
an arrest. I didn’t know cigarette pa- 
pers were included in the law. 

“T cannot say what I will do if these 
ladies come to me. I may issue a spe- 
cial order to the men in the department, 
but that will depend on what the ladies 
say when they visit me.’’ 

The Missouri anti-cigarette law was 
passed in 1903. It makes it a misde- 
meanor for anyone to sell or give cigar- 
ettes, cigarette paper or cigarette wrap- 
pers to any persons under 18 years old. 
The penalty is a fine of not more than 
$100 for each offense. 

Sager to Give Moral Support. 

“If the ladies of the W. C. T. U. call 
on me und ask me to help them in thetr 
crusade against cigarettes I shal! be 
forced to tell them that I can give them 
only my moral support,” said Circuit 
“I smoke cigarettes. I 
used to smoke a good many of them, 
but I practically cut them out a month 
ago. Since then I have smoked only one 
er two a day. I don’t think cigarettes 
hurt adults. At least I am) sure that 
they do not injure me as much as ci- 
gars do. 

“IT cannot do anything officially to 
enforce this law. It is. not a matter 
for the grand jury, because the statute 
makes it merely a misdemeanor. Stlil 
I think cigarettes are bad for minors 
and I will be glad to advise the ladies 
of the W. C. T. U. as to how they may 
proceed.”

Dairies Carefully Inspect- 
ed for Post-Dispatch. 





FEW BACTERIA FOUND 


Percentage of Fat and Food 
Ingredients Meets Local 
Legal Requirements. 








Chief Webster of the Dairy Division 
of the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, on a visit to St. Louis recently, 
said that this city had the worst supply 
of milk of any city In the Union. Since 
then the Post-Dispatch has been mak- 
ing an investigation of the milk supply 
of St. Louis to determine what trutli 
there is in Mr. Webster's charge. 

It has taken in the first instance the 
reports of the officer of the city whose 
duty it is to inspect the condition of 
the local dairies which produce milk, 
and the big distributors of milk who 
receive their supplies from the milk- 
producing districts of Illinois and Mis- 
souril outside the city. 

It has inspected between thirty and 
for.y dairies which have been reported 
adverse:y by the inspectors of the St. 
Louts Health Department, and has had 
chemical and bacteriological examina- 
tions mnade on its own account, irrespec- 
tive of those made by the ity Chemist 
and the City Bacteriologist. It has 
gone into the subject thoroughly. 


Charge Is Not Sustained, 

The result of its investigations shows 
that while many ot the dairies within 
the city limits are not being operated 
within the law, the tests of milk are, 
with one exception, as shown by the 
reports made by the analyists employed, 
according to the city requirements. The 
milk investigated had the requisite 
amount of fatty substances, and did 
not contain a large count of bacteria 
by biological examination. 

The Post-Dispatch examination began 
with the records of the City Health De- 
partment of what had been done to 
check the dairies within the city limits 
which were not operating within the 
law. 

Inside the limits of St. Louis there are 
260 dairies in each of which are kept 
from six to sixty cows. Many of these 
dairies were founded 50 years ago, when 
the region in which they are now situ- 
ated was open country; when the yards 
in which the cows are herded now were 
green fields. 

New Regulations Adopted. 

The Board of Health, since the Post- 
Dispatch investigation began, has insti- 
tuted a regular and systematic inspec- 
tien of dairies. Before that the inspec- 
tien of daries was coincident with the 
examination of every other nuisance 
within the district in which the inspector

Anti-Prohibitionists Warned Legislature Before 
State Went Dry, and They Say They 
Will Make Good. 








MOBILE, Ala., Nov. 2.—The Mobile 
anti-Prohibitionists were not joking 
when they threatened to secede from 
Alabama if the Legislature voted the 
State dry. 

A large majority of the city’s voters 
oppose prohibition. They will form a 
regular organization at once to employ 
counsel and provide funds. Attorneys 
already have been consulted informal- 
ly and a plan has been outlined by 
which the city believes it will be able 
to cut loose from State control. 

Just what form the fight for local gov- 
ernment will take has not yet been 
made public, and probably has not been 
gone into fully, tne anti-Prohibitionist 
element having been hoping against 
hope that the wets would win in the 
State contest. 

Federal Court Battleground. 
The legal campaign will be waged, 





however, along entirely new lines, and 
it is reported that it probably will be 
waged in the Federal instead of the 
State courts. 

There was nothing in the nature of 
a bluff, the anti-Prohibitionists say, in 
the telegram sent just before yester- 
day’s vote in the State Senate, by 
President McDermott of the Bank of 
Mobile to State Senator Hamburger to 
the effect that “‘unless the anti-Prohibi- 
tionists win please give notice that Mo- 
bile is prepared to secede from Alabama 
and organize home government, refus- 
ing to be dominated by our country 
cousins, whose efforts to paralyze Mo- 
bile will not be tolerated.’’ 

Leaders of the local wet forces say 
they will begin their warfare at once 
and believe they will be independent of 
the rest of the State long before the 
new law takes effect, Jan. 1, 1909. 








have merited the censure of the head 
of the dairy division of the Agricultural 
Department. 

For purposes of inspection the city is 
divided into seven districts. In five of 
these there are dairies. An average of 
four inspectors are detailed by the 
Health vepartment to inspect all nuf- 
sances. In some districts there are as 
many as 90 dairies. The duties of the 
inspectors cover all nuisances or men- 
aces to the public health. As a result 
the inspectors have not been able to 
give a great deal of attention to the 
dairies. 

The bulk of the dairies are in the First 
and Tenth wards, in the extreme south 
and northwest ends of the city, where 
there are a few Or no sewers and no 
city water supply. Many of these dai- 
ries are operated in an unsanitary man- 
ner for this reason, and as many more 
are unclean and have no reason for ex- 
istence other than the inadequacy of the 
law to cause them to be fined out of ex- 
istence or be abolished altogether. 


Forty Dairies Investigated. 

Taking the reports of the city Health 
Department as a basis, the Post-Dis- 
patch made investigation of about for- 
ty of these dairies. The reports were 
dated almost one year back, but the 
conditions were found to be the same as 
were in existence when the first report 
was made. 

The stables in which the cows were 
burned have not been improved, and 
the general conditions are generally 
bad. In a year the Health Depart- 
ment had brought only four suits in the 
courts for unsanitary conditiens and 
made their cases. 

The duty of the City Chemist is to 
examine al] or any samples of milk con- 
sumed in the city. He has a staff of 
chemists for this purpose, and two in- 
spectors with power to collect samples 
of milk from any source. The milk is 
then given a chemical test to determine 
whether or not it has the required 
amount of nutritive substances, such as 
butter fat and solids not fat, as well 
as to prove whether or not it contains 
such preservatives -as formaldehyde, 
salicylic acid, boric acid or coloring 
matter. 

Within a year T. A. Buckland, the 
City Chemist, has brought 122 cases in

the courts and has had the violators of 
the law fined in various sums. 
Many Cases Are Pending. 

Most of these cases are piled up in 
the courts awaiting adjudication, on ac- 
count of a difference between the State 
law and the city ordinance in a trivial 
matter of the percentage of fat re- 
quired in milk. : 

Many of the dairies within the city 
limits sell their product to the several 
wholesale milk distributers who call 
themselves dairy companies, but who 
get their supplies of milk from the 
dairies within St. Louis, or in the coun- 
try, and distribute it to individual cus- 
tomers or to the retailers, such as gro- 
cers, bakers and confectioners. There 
are eight such wholesale dealers in St. 
Louis, most of whom run very large 
and expensive plants, where the surplus 
is turned into such by-products as 


milk and cream and skimmed . milk, 
which is sold to such as wish to use 
it in families, or to bakers, hotels, etc. 

The Post-Dispatch collected a quart 
sample of milk from each of these con- 
cerns, namely: Carlyle Dairy Co., Pevely 
Dairy Co., Union Dairy Co., St. Louis 
Dairy Co., Keyes Farm and Dairy Co. 
and Grafeman Dairy Co. Besides these 
it bought two samples of the so-called 
“certified milk,”’ one from the Selma 
Farms and one from Hopkins & Son. 

Chemist Makes Analysis. 

These samples were turned over to 
Carl G. Hinrichs, a chemist, for a thor- 
ough analysis to determine their value 
in fat, solids not fat, total solids and 
ash. These are the qualities which 
make for the food value of milk, but 
have nothing to do with their qualities 
as @ disease-producing element. 

Chemist Hinrich’s report on all except 
one was that they were equal and in 
some instances above the city require- 
ment with respect to their legally food- 
producing ingredients. The sample 
which fell below the standard was 
marked: 

“This milk contains no preservatives 
or coloring matter, but is a poor quali- 
ty of milk.’’ This means that the milk 
had probably been skimmed, but was 
sold as ‘‘whole” milk, or milk which 
contained cream. 

The Post-Dispatch then bought three 
samples of milk, one from the dairy 
on which Chemist Hinrichs had made 
an unfavorable report, and one from 
each of the two concerns which buy 
most of the milk produced within the 
city limits, for bacteriological exam- 
ination. 

These were taken to John W. Marchil- 
don, M. D., of the department of path- 
ology and bacteriology of the St. Louis 
University School of Medicine, for a 
bacteriological examination of them to 
show the percentage of bacteria per 
cubic centimeter, the presence of pus 
and streptococci, which would indicate 
a diseased conaiiion of the animal from 
which the milk came, and dirt.

WORLD'S FAI 
PROUD TURNED 
WER TO CIT 
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Exposition Has Spent $500,- 
000 Putting Park Into 
Condition. 





The Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
Co., through Secretury Walter B. Ste- 
vens, formally delivered Wednesday to 
President O'Reilly of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements the portion of Forest 
Park occupied by the Weorld’s Fair. 
Secretary Stevens, in his letter, stated 
that the park had been fully restored, 
at an expenditure of more than $500,000, 
with the exception of three or four 
bridges over the River des Peres, which 
the exposition is ready to put in under 
contract whenever the plans are = ac- 
cepted by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments. 

President O’Reilly said that he did not 
know whether the Board of Public Im- 
provement would accept the park in its 
present condition, but so far as he was 
informed now, he saw no reason why 
it should be rejected. 

Mr. O'Reilly stated to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he did not know of any 
inovement to convert the western half 
of the park into golf links, recreation 
and playgrounds, although he had heard 
such suggestions made. In a lett: 
to the Council, in answer to Counctl- 
man Crunden’s resolution asking why 
the park had not been restored to the 
people, President O'Reilly stated that he 
was of the opinion it never would be re- 
stored as a park, but converted into golf 
links. 

Would Make Five Golf Links. 

This statement was made, Mr. 
O'Reilly said, because someone had 
suggested that the lowlands of the 
park would make fine golf links. He 
could not recall just who made the 
statement, but thought it was Dele- 


gate Dwight Davis. 
The section of the ordinance dealing 
with the restoration of the park fol- 
lows: 
“Section 3. Within six months after 
the close of said fair or exposition, the 
corporation or association aforesaid 
shall clear the park, or, in the event of 
the selection of Forest Park, the part 
thereof above described, of all tram- 
ways and railway tracks, rubbish and 
debris, and of all buildines, sheds, pa- 
villons, towers and other structures of 
every kind, and shall, within 12 months 
ofter the close of such fair or exposi- 
tion, fully restore the park selected as 
a site, or, in the case of .orest Park, 
that portion thereof above described, 
by doing all necessary grading, the res- 
toration and repair of the formation of 
all walks and roads, the planting of 
trees, the placing of sod and the plant- 
ing of shrubs and plants, all in accord- 
ance with plans to be approved by the 
Board of Public Improvements, and all 
to be done subject to the inspection of 
the Park Commissioner and to his en- 
‘ire satisfaction and approval.”’ 
Roadways Were Expensive. 

Mr. Stevens says there are now nine 
miles of well constructed roadways in 
the World's Fair grounds, all but one 
and one-half miles of which were built 
by the Exposition company, at a cost 
of $158,000. He says there are five miles 
of well constructed roadways in the 
northern part of the park, where there 
was none befcre the Fair. 

The company spent $24,145.15 on per- 
manent improvements east of the part 


of the park used by the Fair. The main 
picture of the Exposition Grounds has 
been cleared, graded and grassed, and 
100 acres of ground in the wooded por- 
tion of the park has been resurfaced 
with lawns, according to Secretary 
Stevens’ report. 

The lake surface has been increased 
considerably, five lakes now being con- 
nected, and forming a waterway of 
one and a half miles. 

The sewer pipes and drainage system 
in the western part of the park were 
retained as permanent improvements. 
The straightening of the channel of the 
River des Peres, Mr. Stevens says, is 
a very valuable improvement. He says 
75,000 trees and shrubs have been plant- 
ed, and preu.cts that in 10 years it will 
be much prettier than it was before 
the World's Fair.

With subscriptions amounting to §$12,- 
000,000, St. Louis is leading every city 
of the United States in the demand for 
the new 8-per-cent treasury certificates 
of indebtedness. 

Subtreasurer Akins is convinced that 
St. Louis can take care of $20,000,000 
worth of the certificates, 0. one-fifth 
the total $100,000,000 issue. 

One of the most impressive features 
of the Government certificate sale is the 
support it has enlisted from the middle 
class of wage earners. 

At the Subtreasury Wednesday five 
women who had withdrawn their sav- 
ings from one of the banks a month 
ago subscribed for $5000 worth of the 
new oertificates.

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J. F. Little Suffers Peculiar Mental Lapse and 
Physicians Are Unable to Diagnose 
His Case.

J. F. Little, clerk for a wholesale 
chemical manufacturing company, was 
at work Wednesday, apparently none 
the worse for a remarkable lapse of 
memory or active consciousness, during 
which he wandered about four hours, 
part of that time nude except for a 
shirt, and exposed to cold. He says that, 
except for occasional slight dizziness, 
he feels no ill-effect from his strange 
experience. It is the second time he has 
been subjected to such an attack. 

Little did not feel well Tuesday, and 
in the forenoon he took a drink of 
whisky. The taste of liquor is unpleas- 
ant to him, he says, and his acquain- 
tances declare they have never known 
him to be drunk. In the afternoon Little 
was sent uptown by his employer, and 
about 4:30 p. m. took another drink 





alone at a Broadway cafe and restau- 
rant. He had a slight headache and 
was somewhat dizzy. 
Memory Became Blank. 

Little remembers leaving the cafe and 
walking north on Broadway as far as 
Walnut street. He does not know just 
when consciousness left him, but on the 
crowded street, brushing shoulders with 
other men, his memory suddenly be- 
came blank. After that he remembered 
nothing until about 8:45 p. m. 

At 8:30 p. m. Abraham Solomon, a 
shoemaker at 4:07 Franklin avenue, was 
alarmed by a pounding on his rear door. 


He lives back of his shop. Afraid to 
open the door, he summoned Frank Hill 
and W. E. Perle, barbers, at 2709% 
Franklin avenue. When they opened the 
door they saw Little, his face pallid, his 
teeth chattering from cold and his eyes 


staring, standing in the yard. His shoes, 
socks, trousers, hat and other clothes 
were missing, except for his undershirt, 
shirt, collar and necktie. 
Clethes Could Not Be Found. 

How Little entered the yard is not 
known, as the gate in the eight-foot 
fence at the rear was securely locked. 
A plank is off the fence at the back 
of the adjoining yard, and Little may 


have entered there, climbing over a 
brick ashpit between the two yards. 
None of his clothes could be found. 

The barbers bathed Little and put 
clothes on him. After that he recovered 
active memory. He does not remember 
anything that happened until after he 
was bathed and clothed. The line be- 
tween full consciousness and the other 
strange state, somewhat resembling 
somnambulism, was not sharply drawn. 

Little was taken to the City Dispen- 
sary, where Dispensary Physician Hal] 
examined him. His report was, ‘‘Noth- 
ing the matter with him physically or 
mentally.”’ Little had fully recovered 
himself. Dr. Hall says no trace of al- 
coholism was apparent. 

After this Little was taken to his 
home, 3418A North Eleventh street.

_. Above Baseball as 
Scienlific Game 
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Coach Cochems Declares Great College 
Contests Superior to American Pro- 
fessional Sport in Matter 
of Science.

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eerrect thinking;’’ also ‘‘the 


S FOOTBALL a more scien- 
tific sport than baseball? 

Unquestionably it is a 

mooted problem. The _ baseball! 


fan will tell you that. baseball is. 


the most scientific game ever es- 
tablished, while the football 
‘‘bug’’ will loudly declare for 
football. 

The purpose of this article is 
not to deery either sport, since 
both have their followers and 
both their distinetive elemerits 
that are beneficial. Neither does 
the writer wish it to be inferred 
that he is against either sport or 
its adherents. This article is 
simply to expose the scientific 
side of both games and let the 
publie decide. 

In the first place, it is neces- 
sary to define science. 

‘*Science is expertness or abil- 
ity to do resulting from exact 
knowledge.’’ Another definition 
is, ‘‘Is knowledge gained and 
verified by exact observation and 
sum of universal knowledge.’’ 


Another one is, ‘‘ An exact and systematic statement of knowledge. ”’ 


Before probing the subject it must be 

‘understood that we must not confound 
pure manual performance with manual 
performance predominated by mental 
effort, @ g., the mere act of running 
with a football or tossing a baseball 
but ts 
purely Mechanical or the result of in- 
atinct, 
{ Seeks the Scientific Part. 
. Manual performance is a fundamental 
factor in the display of a scientific ef- 
fort, but taken alone it is simply a 
physical manifestation. As far as man- 
ual performance is concerned, it plays 
practically an equal part in both base- 
ball and football. It is necessafy, there- 
fore, to look beyond this element in 
either game to find something which 
could be calicd scientific. 

The basic principles of both games are 
clearly expvused in the t'vo departments 
of offense and defense. In baseball there 
are nine men to a side, or 18 in all, while 
in football there are 11 men on a side, 
or 22 men inall. The greatest number of 
jlayers that can operate at uny one 
time in baseball is 13, and that includes 
three base-runners and a batter. In the 
performance of any one particular play 
only three men can operate. 

In football two men are constantly in 
_ Operation in every play, and often the 
two safety men are likewise active. In 
baseball a player may go through an 
entire came without ever being placed 
on defense. This is an impossibility tn 
football. 

“On offense only four men can operate 

at once, and this number depends upon 

men getting on bases. Really only one 

wan is on offense, and he is the batter. 
All on Offensive. 

In football 11 men are absolutely re- 
guired on offense all the time. The of- 
‘-fensive tactics in baseball are «reatly 
- restricted owing to the kind of field they 
play upon, and the fact that but one 
man cat operate at cne time. Also that 
@ffense represents hitting and running. 
while defense simply represents throw- 
ing, catching and picking up a ball. 
Moreover, the base-runner is compelled 
to run to certain parts of the field of 
piny represented by four bases, viz., 
‘home, first, second and third base. 

Taking into consideration these facts, 
the limited number of men in cperation, 
the fixed places of the field and the va- 
riety of offensive tactics, it can plainly 





be seen that the possibilities of play and 
the use of scientific methods are per- 
force greatly curtailed. Therefore, the 
offensive play and defensive positions 
of players are necessarily ‘‘stereo- 
<yped.’’ 

The defense is compelled to cover the 
bases and to spread out in the field. 
The players know absolutely that al! 
the offensive team can do is to hit and 
run. He can hit a bunt, long fly or 
a liner. Should he be hit with the ball 
cr draw a base on balls it is imma- 
terial to the defensive team as far as 
their positions are concerned. 


Can Anticipate Piay. 

From the stereotyped positions of the 
baserunners the defensive player can 
ull but determine before the play is 
made what he shall do should he re- 
ceive a bunt, liner or fly ball. There- 
fore the only use that can be made of 
sciortific methods is represented Ly the 
anticipatory ideas of tite defensive play. 
For example, the infield and outtield 
play: rs from fast observation may 
know just about where ¢« batter will 
hit to and, congsequentiy, will vary their 


position to suit the play. However, his 
observations can never be “exact”? and 
are alWays subject to chance and accl- 
dent. 

Every same is demi atcd ty chance 
conditions, and all the science jin the 
world will not win some of them. The 
only proper use of scientific methods is 
in the employment of them with the 
purnose ir vicw of rednvirg chance con- 
ditions in the greater number of cases. 
The fielders vary their positions be- 
cause in the ereater nurnber of cases 
experience warns them thet certain bat- 
ters hit to certain fields. Owing io 
this variation a single game may he 
lost, whereas in the majority of cates 
it woenle he won. 

The employment of selentific methods 
to basebal! will always be subject to 
accident and chance elements and con- 
sequently can never assume the level 
of an “exact science.”’ 


Football an Exact Science. 
Football, on the other hand, presents 
an entirely different aspect. Here me- 
*hanical, manual and mathematical 
lines can be drawn and scientific meth- 


ods exploited. Until the new rules were 
adopted chance conditions played but an 
indifferent role. These elements under 
investigation are rapidly being reduced. 
The field of operations, while restricted 
by side lines and goal lines, is not lim- 
ited to certain portions of that field. 
The course of the contest can be carried 
to any section of the gridiron. Instead 
of the defense and offense being stereo- 
typed owing to the restrictions of field 
rules and the Hmited number of men 
employed in the execution of the play, 
the fleld play is practical'y free and the

The number of plays that can be used 
are as illimitable as tunes that can be 
eer upon a piano or words formed 
rom the alphabet. The defense must 
vary to meet the plays. In the develop- 
ment of plays the coach can draw on 
speed, weight, endurance, etc., to effect 
certain combinations which he designs 
to most easily open the way of least 
resistance. In the execution of these 
plays the weather, the opponent's de- 
fense and the strategy of field position 
is all important. One play may be ef- 
fective in one portion and another tin 
some other part of the field. A certain 
defense will stop some plays and others 
are strongest against it. In fact, there 
is not one defense or play that is not 
the outeome of scientific thoughi. 

Players Are Limited. 

Almost anyone can play baseball, but 
in footoall the field is ‘timited. One 
(én play football but once a week. The 
science of dieting and training is a big 
factor in football, but scarcely recog- 
nized in baseball. A baseball player 
ean go out and play without ever learn- 
ing a signal, whereas a football player 
would be useless if he was not thor- 
oughly familiar with the code. Even 
in professional baseball teams under 
heavy salaries the signals are limited 
to a dozen or more. In the minor 
eae six or seven seem to be suffi- 
clent. 

No enthustast in the bleachers is able 
to anticipate what play a football team 
will use or ovght to use, but 10,100 fans 
can tell you nearly as weil and often 
better than the Sapeball coach just 
what play will be pulled off or ought 
to be executed. 

Baseball at the present time is far 
fron: being scientific and never can hope 
to be made the equal of footba!l along 
scientific tines, simply because it has 
not the mathematical elements from 
which to draw and develop combina- 
tions. The rules and regulations re- 
strict the field and players so that it 
will always remain an offense and de- 
fense stereotyped and fixed.

AVERTS THREATENED WAR 
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New Drafting Regulation Regarded as a Sop 
Thrown to American Association and Ex- 
plains Peacefulness of Minors’ Meeting. 





The National Commission, the all- 
powerful of baseball, landed a line drive 
last week when it adopted a new rule 
regarding the drafting of ball players. 
It was the strongest and best piece of 
work that body has turned since its or- 
ganization. 

It may take a little time to put into 
operation all the points desired by the 
three men omnipotent in baseball af- 


fairs, but the movement was most de- 
cisive. 

That action. of Garry 
Harry Pulliam and Ban Johnson has 
probably averted a baseball war. The 
American Association and the Eastern 
League were undoubtedly on the verge 
of breaking away from the organization 
this fall, but the wisdom of the commis- 
Sion has bobbed up at just the right 
time and now it looks as though all the 
leagues will go smilingly through an- 
other season of peace and prosperity. 

War Paint Disappears. 

There is absolutely no doubt that the 
magnates of the American Association 
attended the recent meeting of the Na- 
tional Association of Minor Leagues in 
New York with war paint on their 
faces. Possibly the members of the com- 
mission detected the sign and hastened 
to take action, for the rule passed last 
week has wiped off all the paint and 
left the magnates with peaceful coun- 
tenances once more. 

The practice of farming ball players 
had become a menace to the good of the 
game. It had grown in use until it 
seemed that nearly all major league 
clubs were maintaining farms, that is, 
clubs in the American Association or 
Bastern League, the two strong minor 
leagues, where they might further pre- 
pare their players for fast company. 

As a result, the Association and East- 
ern League scarcely knew the make-up 
of their teams until the major clubs 
were through with their discarding in 
the spring. Then they were compelled 
to pay major league salaries for play- 
ers who were not yet major league play- 


ers.

In this way only bona fide sales are 
likely to be made, and the practice of 
fake sales by the minor league clubs, 
to prevent the drafting of their stars, 
will be stopped. Now a worthy player 
will have a chance to advance to fast 
company and the big teams will have 
free access to such worthy players,

NEW YORK BANKS 
WANT EW LOAN 


Financiers Raise $25,000,000 to Pay 
for 3 Per Cent Certi- 
ficates. 





NEW YORK, Nov. 2%.—New York 
bankers will lead off in the purchase 
of the new 3 per cents offered by the 


Government. 

Announcement is made that the First 
National Bank, J. P. Morgan & Co., 
the City Bank and one or two otner 
national banks have raised $25,000,000 
in cash which will be turned over to 
the United States Treasury today to 
pay for an equivalent amount in the 3 
per cent certificates. Temporary re- 
ceipts will be issued to the banks in 
return. The banks here, it is stated, 
have their reserves in such shape that 
they can spare it. 

The banks expect to get the certifi- 
cates in about two weeks. These cer- 
tificates, or even the receipts, Can pass 
between the banks as money, and if 
tney are so used a corresponding amount 
of loan certificates can be retired. It 
is thought probable also that the cer- 
tificates will to some extent pass from 
hand to hand as currency.

Why He Shot Him- 
self, 





MOTHER ENDED LIFE 





Dead Relatives Involved in 
Remarkable Sequence 
of Tragedy. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DES MOINES, Io., Nov.. 20.—‘I be- 

lieve God has destined every member 
of our family to come to him by a vi- 
clent death. Mother and aunts, who 
have gone before, I shall shoot my- 
self tomorrow, my twenty-first birth- 
day. 1 have taken an oath to kill 
myself the very day that I become of 
are. 
That is the dramatic note, inco- 
herently penned, that Ralph Flana- 
gan, cashier of the First National 
Bank at Pleasantville, near here, 
mailed to his father just before he 
pointed a revolver at his right temple 
and sent a bullet crashing into his 
brain. 

That Flanagan had brooded over 
*the suicides of his mother and of two 
aunts is the belief of the heartbrok- 
en father. He points to the fact that 
his son shot himself a day earlier 
than his birthday as- proof that he 
was of unsound mind. 

Young Flanagan’s death caused a 
sensation throughout Iowa. Just at 
this time, when financial flurries are 
likely to cause disquieting rumors on 
the slightest provocation, the news of 
the suicide was received with more sur- 
prise than might have ordinarily hap- 
pened. 

Coming as it did, also, within 10 days 
of the sensational suicide of Cashier 
‘rank Crocker of the Bank of Chari- 
ton, Io., the young man’s. remarkable 
action has unset Pleasantville as com- 
pieiely as an earthquake would have 
done. 

Bank Accounts Are Straight. 

A hurried inspection of -he bank 

shows that the young man’s accounts 
were al] right. The bank has suifered 
lately by reason of one or two reverves. 
Otherwise there was no ground for the 
young man to end his life. 
Those who had the confidence 
dving banker assert that he had loat 
his mind through thoughts of the 
deaths of his relatives, and that he 
had come to the conclusion that sooner 
or later he must meet a violent deatu. 
He was engaged to be married to Miss 
Bessie Gavin, a popular young woman. 
He addressed a letter to her, too, but 
she refused to make it public. 
Several years ago the young man’s 
mother hanged herself in a barn. Au 
aunt took poison and died in lLw- 
gan, Io., and a third member of the 
familly shot herself at Seattle two years 
ago. Unquestionably, his friends say, 
these tragedies so close to the young 
man’s heart had weakened his mind. 

The two reverses which the bank had 
met and which probably § influencea 
young Flanagan were not seriou». 

Loses on Check Kiting. 

Recently the Supreme Court held that 
the bank for which he worked should 
pay a bank at Sandyville $4000 as the 
result of a check-kiting swindle which 
was worked by George Griswold, who 
was murdered tn Des Moines and could 
not make the amount good. 

Then again, William Reed, a farmer 
nearby, had just filed his petition in 
bankruptcy. He left a note for $1600 in 
possession of the bank. 

These had contributed to the young 
man's feelings, but were insufficient to 
cause him to take the step he did. 

Flanagan was popular at Pleasant- 
ville. His father, J. F. Flanagan, is a 
well-to-do merchant.

HIDDEN IN THE WOODS 





Goods Had Been Found Bur- 
ied by Boys Near Hills- 
boro, Ill. 





A St. Louis pawn ticket is the only 
means of identifying a man, said to be 
one of a band of 10 yeggmen, shot in 
a running duel near Hillsboro, IIll., by 
Deputy Sheriff M. T. Higgins. The 
ticket is in the possession of the State’s 
Attorney, who refuses to give the name 
of the pawnbroker at this time. It calls 
for clothes pawned for $2.50. 

The man was shot in the head and 
instantly killed Tuesday night, ‘while 
fleeing from Sheriff Bray and Deputy 
Higgins, who had trapped him and a 
companion as they were about to take 
possession of stoien property they had 
hidden on a creek bank. 

Sheriff Bray received word Tues- 
day morning that F. P. Cockelreas’ 
store at Irving, a village seven miles 
east of Hillsboro, had been robbed of 
$200 worth of merchandise, and that 
the work was apparently done by 
several men. He sent out descrip- 
tions of the stolen goods to nearby 
towns. 

Loot Found by Boys. 

Two small boys, hunting in a wood- 
land near Hillsboro Tuesday after- 
noon, found a quantity of furs, silks 
and laces hidden under brushes and 
leaves beside a small creek. They 
reported this to Sheriff Braysg who 
found that the goods answered the 
description of the property stolen 
from Irving. After examining it 
Bray replaced it and left the spot 
looking as much as possible as though 
it had not been disturbed. 

In company with Higgins, Bray re- 
turned to spot, and they concealed 
themselves near it. At 11 o’clock they 
heard the noise of persons moving 
through the thicket, and two men’s 
figures could be dimly outlined in the 
dark. 

As the men uncovered the hidden 
goods the Sheriff and his deputy rushed 
forth from concealment. Startled, the 
men fled, taking opposite directions. 

One of the men had apparently picked 
up part of the stolen goods, and Bray 
and Higgins fotlowed him iogether, sep- 
arating in the woods. Both fired repeat- 
edly at the fugitives, who returned their 
shots. One bullet went through Bray’s 
hat. 

Higgins started to cross the shallow 
stream, and as he did so he caught a 
clear view of the man and fired. The 
man dropped with a bullet through his 
nead. Huis hand still clasped his revolv- 
er, all the chambers of which he had 
emptied during his flight. 

After arranging to have the body 
taken into Hillsboro, Bray and Higgins 
went through a Big Four freight train 
just about to leave Hillsboro and ar- 
rested nine men they found in it. They 
say these men were companions of the 
slain man. All the men refused to give 
any names or to say whether they knew 
the dead man.

Shot Is Fired During Bold Rob- 
bery and Owner Is

A black nickel, dated 1886, found in 
the pockets of Thon:as (‘Mushy’) 
Brennan, aged 17, 161% Cass avenue, led 
to his identification Wednesday as one 
of three men who entered the saloon of 


Olswenger & Abramowitz, Fourteenth 


and Carr streets, at 6:30 p. m. Tuesday, 
and robbed the cash drawer, after beat- 
ing Max Abramowitz, one of the pro- 
prietors, over the head with a revolver 
and firing a shot at him. 

Capt. O’Maliey of the Carr Street Dis- 
trict said that the police would have 
the two other robbers behind the bars 
within a few hours. Abramowitz went 
to the police station Wednesday morn- 
ing and identified Brennan from among 
a group of 2 suspects as one of the 
robbers. According to Abramowitz, it 
was Brennan who struck him over the 
head with a revolver and knocked him 
down behind the bar. 


Marked Coin Is Found, 

After Abramowitz had picked Brennan 
out as one of the robbers he turned to 
the police and said: 

“Search his pockets and see whether 
you can find a black nickel, dated 1886, 
which I had in my cash drawer.’”’ 

The police looked through the coins 
taken from the youth’s pocket and dis- 
covered the tell-tale nickel. At the 
time of his arrest Brenpan had $13.06 in 
his. pockets, includig® 50 pennies and 
handfuls of nickels, aimes and quarters. 
He had $5 in bills and a silver dollar, 
the balance being smal! change, such as 
Abramowitz said he had in his cash 
drawer. 

Felled by Terrific Blow. 

The three robbers entered the saloon 
and ordered beer. Abramowitz, who was 
in the saloon alone at the time, went 
to the beer faucet at the end of the 
counter and began filling the glasses. 
One of the robbers covered him with a 
revolver and ordered him to throw up 
his hands. As Abramowitz did not care 
to relieve the financial stringency of the 
robbers by turning over his cash he 
shouted “Police!” at the top of his 
voice. The echo had not dled out be- 
fore he was felled by a terrific blow on 
the head with the revolver held in the 
hands of the robber. 

Ten men were arrested in a basement 
at 1018 North Fourteenth street and tak- 
en to the Carr Street Station. By 10 p. 
m. the police had 30 suspects behind the 
bars. Every suspicious-looking charac- 
ter in the neighborhood was arrested 
and taken to the station. 

Brennan Makes Denial. 

Despite Abramowitz’s positive identi- 


fication, Brennan declared he is not 
one of the robbers. He said he was at 
home eating dinner at the time the rob- 
bery occurred. He said he won the 
money found in his pockets shooting 
craps in an alley.

It is not what Circuit Attorney Sager said ir 
dismissing the cases against two members of the 
House of Delegates charged with bribery tha’ 
need give the public much concern. It is wha‘ 
he did and what he left unsaid that should cause 
disquiet, even alarm. 

The proceeding has an ugly look in all of its 
bearings. If it does not mean that, in the opinion 
ot the prosecutor, a jury had been fixed to acqu!' 
the defendants without regard to the evidence, 
what does it mean? 

The work of selecting a jury had progressed tc 
a point where Mr. Sager evidently felt that he 
was in the presence of men who had no business 
to be in the box on that particular case. He said 
little, but he did much. He refused to go on with 
the trial; he cancelled the indictment; he an- 
nounced that an entirely new prosecution would 
be begun before the December grand jury. 

It may have been only a suspicion, but probably 
the Circuit Attorney was actuated by something 
more tangible than that. Obviously, he cannot 
go into details. There is no reason, however, 
why the people should not take notice of the mat- 
ter and make certain inquiries. 

How did it happen that a venire was in court 
on this occasion with hardly a man who was 
legally disqualified and yet with hardly a man 
who was acceptable to the State? 

Is it possible that in the ordinary process of se- 
lecting jurymen such an array of the unfit and 
the questionable could. have been had by acci- 
dent? 

What would a trial of this case have amounted 
to if the jury had been made up wholly of men 
typified by those who, in the recent referendum 
ot the Post-Dispatch in the First and Second 
wards, gloried in graft and beslavered boodlers?

He also complains that 
I have prohibited the use of ‘‘aint,’’ although his teachers, and other persons 
to whom he looks for guidance in English, use this objectionable cojnage. 

Rules of grammar are often so constructed that they are meaningless to 
the person who has most need of them. When his brain is developed to com- 
prehend them he has read so much good English that he does not need rules. 
Reading good books should purify him of all error. 

J. P. B.’s teachers and friends who use “aint’’ are careless. They do not 
remember that slipshod language used by them is accepted as correct by those 
who are beginning to learn. ‘‘Aint’’ is not a word. It is a bad piece of home- 
made goods. It is not a contraction of isnot, or arenot, or am not nor of have- 
not, although substituted for each of these. Amn’t is awkward, but is « 
correct contraction; isn’t, aren’t and haven't are also permissible. 

Do not copy the faults of your friends; imitate their virtues. 

Now as to WAS and WERE, memorize these examples and you will 
never make a mistake in their use:

Marshal W. E. Johnson Tells Anti-

The delekates of the Anti-Saloon 
League of Illinois grew enthusiastic 
Tuesday night when United States Mar- 
shal W. E. Johnson of Washington ad- 


dressed the State convention at East St. 
Louls. He gave a thrilling account of 
his battles in cleaning up the ‘‘joints’’ 
and ‘‘bootleggers’’ in Indian Territory. 
Mr. Johnson explained that he was on 
his return trip to Washington after 
turning over the liquor prosecutions to 
the new State authorities of Oklahoma. 

The speaker gave statistics showing 
the great quantities of beer and whisky 
destroyed by himself and his deputies, 
and said about 600 illegal ‘‘joints’’ had 
been closed. He said that after the 
shipping of Hquor by the railroads had 
been stopped, a system of wagon trains 
was introduced, and that in their at- 
tacks on these wagon trains five depu- 
ties had been killed. One deputy, he 
said, was killed last Saturday night. 

During the afternoon session two dele- 
gates from Hardin, Ill., reported that 
the saloons of Hardin had closed on ac- 
count of the attacks of the anti-saloon- 
ists. 

The local option forces will be given 
a chance to show their strength at the 
coming spring elections in townships in 
all counties in Illinois having township 
organization. That was decided by the 
Board of Trustees Tuesday afternoon.

CHICAGO, Nov. 20.—Lower pri.«8 
at Liverpool caused early weakness 
in wheat today.

The market rallied slightly 
about noon, December advancing 
to 99%@%c and May to $1.02%. De- 
cember then sold off to 9%%c and 
May to $1.01%. The market closed 
weak, with December down %c, at 
92% c. 

The corn market opened firm be- 
cause of buying brought out by 
unsettled weather. Good support 
lasted throughout, and the close

Except for severai fair epurts of ac- 
iivity near the end of the session, the 
local wheat market again ruled very 
quiet Wedresday, trading being restrict- 
ed to a certain extent by the continued 
financial uncertainty in the speculative 
world. Prices were easy early in the 
day, and breaking sharply near the close 
under some heavy selling, clored %c to 
lc below fcr the day. Liverpool cables 
clozed %d lower on wheat, Paris closed 
l4c to 1%c lower on wheat and le to 2%c 
lower on flour, Antwerp closed %c to 
l%ec lower, Budapest wheat %c higher, 
und the Berlin exchange was closed. 

The sharply lower. Liverpool cables, 
general weakness on the continent, 
beneficial rain in Argentine which will 
cause cons'derable improverment in crops 
there, and the depressed financial con- 
ditions offset the unfavorable weather, 
which anyway would only have a senti- 
mental effect on wheat, the improved 
export demand and some very discour- 
iging advices from Russia. The range 
early in the day was very narrow and 
prices moved slowiy therein, and ruling 
at slightly easier levels after a slight 
advance, 

Trading

lively. Longs who took on wheat yes- 
terday in anticipation sold on a good 
scale In today’s 
was practicaliy no demand, 
buying there was consisting almost en- 
tirely of short covering. The late ex- 
port demand was strong. approximately 
50 loads being worked, but prices ruled 
easy until the close, which was practi- 
cally at the day’s low point. December 
wheat opened %@%c lower at 93c, 
declined to 92%c, rallied to 33%c, fluc- 
tuated during a good agg of the ses- 
sion between 92%c and 9 broke to 92%c, 
fluctuated between $92\4c and 92%c and 
closed at 92%4@92%c bid.

clined to $1.02, fluctuated between $1.02

The cash demand for wheat was 
very quiet, and offerings were also 
light, prices being about steady. Total 
receipts of wheat at all Western pri- 
mary markets were 689,230 bu, 
against 858,376 bu last year and 
shipments were 653,227 bu, against 
500,000 bu last year. Chicago received 
39,300 bu wheat and Kansas City 28,- 
000 bu. Local receipts of wheat were 
22,011 bu, against 31,686 bu last year, 
and shipments were 57,940 bu. Clear- 
ances of wheat and flour for the day 
were 576,000 bu. 

The trade in corn was light, and 
prices moved slowly. Cables closed 
144d lower, and this caused some easi- 
ness at the start, but prices firmed 
up after the lower opening, the influ- 
ence being the rainy and unsettled 
weather throughout the West and 
Southwest. The demand was limited, 
however, and tne decline in wheat 
causing some small offerings, prices 
ruled about steady, the close being 
Mec lower to 4c higher for the day. 
The movement of corn continues very 
light. 

The cash corn market was very 
quiet, the demand rather slow, and 
prices were slightly easier. Primary 
receipts of corn were 357,985 bu, 
against 497,980 bu last year and ship- 
ments were 282,439 bu, against 115,- 
0600 bu last year. Local receipts of 
corn were 31,165 bu, against 36,300 
bu last year, and shipments were 4160 
bu. Corn clearances were 161,000 bu, 

Oats were again neglected, not a sale 
mm the future market being made all 
day. Cash oats were quiet and steady. 
Primary receipts of oats were 360,662 
bu, against 744.075 bu last vear, and 
thipments were 282,21 bu, against 618,000 
bu last year. Local receipts of oats 
were 35,8300 bu. ageinet 32.000 bu iast 
year, and shinments were 19,450 bu. Oats 
clearances were 29 bu.

Government Is Discovered; 
150 Arrested. 


VIENNA, Nov. 2.—A conspiracy to 


tiew up the Montenegrin Skupshtina, or 
MAtional assembly, to murder Prince 
Nocholas, all members of his family 
and his ministers, to seize the Monte- 
negrin government and to form a union 
of all Servian speaking peoples, has 
been discovered, according to dispatches 
from Cettinje, the capital of Montene- 


More than one hundred and fifty ar- 
Tests have been made. Implicated in the 
plot, according to evidence in the au- 
thorities’ possession, are former Pre- 
mier Radovic and many’ of the most 
influential men in Montenegro, several 
of them relatives of Prince Nicholas. 
_ Radovic was arrested at the Austrian 

frontier, which he was endeavoring to 
cross in his flight. The plot was ex- 
posed through the arrest of one of its 
leaders, a Montenegrin of noble family, 
-mamed Rajkovic, who, with a com- 
yanion, was crossing the border on his 
return from Servia. 

Documents Are Seized. 

Documents relating to the conspiracy 

were found by customs inspectors.

Sn far had preparations progressed

Robert Reven Meets Death 
Playing on Bank of For- 
bidden Water. 








TRIES TO WALK PLANK 





Playmates Return to School, 
but Do Not Report 
Accident. 





While the body of 10-year-old Robert 
Reven lay at the bottom of an old 
quarry pond near the Benton School, 


several of his little companions, who 


had seen him fall in and drown Tuesday 
morning, said nothing to their elders 


because of the fright which had scized 
them. 

For hours no effort was made to re- 
cover the body and the police were not 
notified until late in the afternoon, 
when the neighborhood rumors of the 
tragedy at last reached the ears of 
Mrs. George Murray, with whom Robert 
Reven lived. 

Robert, with several companions, 
among them John Switzer of 5232A Paul- 
ine place, Alex Quinlivan of 5384A Theo- 
dosia avenue, Morris and David Green- 
berg of 5248 Theodosia avenue and two 
or three other small boys, went to the 
old pond at recess time. 

Forbidden to Visit Place. 

The children had been forbidden by 
their teachers to visit the place under 
pain of whippings, but big boys on 
the playground bullied them, the little 
fellows said, and they were won to 
slip off and eat their lunch at the edge 
of the deep, dark water in the pond. 

Tuesday the other boys played on the 
bank, while Robert Leven, more daring 
and adventurous than his companions, 
walked out on a plank which extended 
over the water. He reached the end 
and started to return. The plank 
swayed. The lad struggled to balance 
himself with outstretched arms. For 
an instant he was poised in the air 
and then toppled over into the water. 

The other boys made an effort to reach 
him with a pole, but though they saw 
his white face at the surface once or 
twice, he did not grasp the aid they 
extended. Finally he disappeared for 
the last time. 


MAY REMOVE GAS “GOVERNORS” 


Injunction Against Gas Consumers’ 


Association Is Modified. 

By a decision of the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals, the Gas Consumers’ Asso- 
ciation will hereafter have the right to 
take. out its ‘‘governors’’ when house- 
holders fail to pay rent for them. It 
was not exactly that which the associ- 
ation sought when it appealed from the 
decision of Judge Fisher in the injunc- 
tion case brought against it by the La- 
clede Gas Co.
